“AU Groups Endorse Amendment 2 


Auburn University’s Board of Trus- 
tees and the Auburn Alumni Asso- 
tiation’s Executive Committee both 
have unanimously endorsed Alabama 
Constitutional Amendment 2 which 
provides for the construction of a Uni- 
versity of Alabama Research Institute 
at Huntsville. 

Subject to the approval of Alabama 
voters in an election on Dec, 5, Amend- 
ment 2 authorizes a three-million-dol- 
lar bond issue to finance the construc- 
tion of the proposed institute. 

In their resolution of endorsement, 
members of the Alumni Association 


Executive Committee said: “The pro- 
posed University of Alabama Research 
Center at Huntsville will benefit all 
of the people of the State and Alabama 
institutions of higher learning. We, 
therefore, encourage all Auburn alum- 
ni to activély support Alabama Con- 
Stitutional Amendment 2.” 
Proponents of Amendment 2 stress 
three cardinal points in supporting it: 
First, they note that it requires no 
new taxes or revenues. The proposed 


‘bond issue is for general obligation 
bonds to be financed from the State 


General Fund—which, in contrast to 
the Education Trust Fund, currently 
Operates with a surplus. 

Second, advocates note that it is 
both a new industry and an educa- 
tion measure. Establishment of the in- 
Stitute will not only serve to with- 
Stand outside pressures to remove Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration and Army Ordnance Missile 
Command facilities from Huntsville 


but will also serve to attract new sup- 
porting industries there. They note fur- 
ther that those facilities at Redstone 
Arsenal already maintain the. largest 
single payroll in Alabama and spend 
a total of $350,000,000 annually in the 
state. 

The proposed Research Institute will, 
supporters say, provide an opportun- 
ity for Redstone Arsenal personnel to 
earn advanced degrees necessary for 
their work in promoting American 
space-flight and missile development. 
And the existence of the teaching and 
research facilities of the institute will 
enable Redstone Arsenal agencies to 
recruit more effectively some of the 
added top scientists+that they need. 

Finally, proponents state that after 
the institute is once established it will 
be self-supporting as a result of the 
income from contractual research. In 
fact, they suggest, it will be the source 
of added revenue for the support of 
on-campus programs at the University 
of Alabama and to some extent at other 
state institutions of higher learning. 

A joint resolution of the Alabama 
Legislature (Senate Joint Resolution 
38) specifies that the program and 
facilities of the Research Institute, 
“when possible and appropriate, be 
made available to Auburn University 
and other institutions of higher learn- 
ing.” The University of Alabama Board 
of Trustees formally endorsed this reso. 
lution and its intent on Nov. 3.

raising effort, hopefully by year’s end. 
On November 10 Development gifts 
and pledges totaled $2,124,234. 

Alumni Association President Ben 
Gilmer ’26 announced that names of 
all contributors to the Development 
Fund will be listed on the Scroll of 
Honor to be included in the corner- 
stone of the Nuclear Science Center. 
Originally plans called for the inclu- 
sion of names of all alumni and 
friends in the “share-holder” category 
—contributors of $150 or more. The 
decision to include the names of all 
contributors was made by Fund lead- 
ers to emphasize the fact that Auburn 
values any expression of loyalty and 
must have broad’ participation “by its 
alumni of modest means. Such gifts— 
$10, $15 or $20 a year for three years 
must provide the bulk of the dollar 
total needed to reach the immediate 
goal. of $2.6 million,

“I sincerely hope that every Au- 
burn-alumnus. will reflect on the value 
of his own gift, however modest,” Mr. 
Gilmer emphasized. “As alumni we 
must realize that in today’s cireum- 
stances alumni support has become 
an essential element in the progress 
of any university or college, public or 
private. Alumni of forward-moving 
public institutions across the nation 
and in our own area are chalking up 
records of 30 to 40 per cent partici- 
pation in fund drives both for capital 
improvements and for annual needs.” 

Mr. Gilmer, himself a corporation 
‘chief. executive, also stressed the im- 
portance of broad alumni participation 
as a key factor in corporate and foun- 
dation giving. Percentage of alumni 
support weighs much heavier than 
dollar amounts in the eyes of many 
corporations. Development leaders an- 
ticipate that a portion of the final 
funds needed will be forthcoming from 
such sources and are continuing the 


contacts and meetings involved in se- 


curing such gifts. 

Pointing up the urgency of swift 
completion of the Development Pro- 
gram’s immediate goal, General Chair- 
man Alvin A. Biggio ’26 reported that 
final plans and specifications for the 


Final Figures Show 
Enrollment Of 9,270 


Auburn University’s enrollment for 
the fall quarter of 1961 has reached 
an all-time high, final figures show. 

Registrar Charles W. Edwards has 
announced that the overall enrollment 
has increased by 441 over last year’s 
figure of 8,829, which was a record at 
that time, to a total of 9,270. 

Men have the women outnumbered, 
6,877 to 2,393, while the freshman class 
is the largest with 3,610 students. Other 
class totals are: sophomore, 1,889; jun- 
ior, 1,654; senior, 1,066; fifth-year, 77: 
graduate, 813; and special or unclassi- 
fied, 161. 

The School of Engineering tops the 
enrollment list with 2,480. Next is the 
School of Science and Literature with 
2,245, while the School of Education 
has the third highest total with 2,018. 

Remaining school totals are: Archi- 
tecture and the Arts, 673; Chemistry, 
360; Home Economics, 279; Pharmacy, 
279; and Veterinary Medicine, 234. 


Nuclear Science Center were virtually 
complete. Approximate cost of the 
building and equipment for the Cen- 
ter has been set at $1,071,000. Other 
goals of the $2,594,000 drive are $787,- 
000 for books for the new University 
library, and $736,000 for important 
scientific equipment. 

Progress on the new University li- 
brary, being built with proceeds of 
the 1959 $100 million State education 
bond issue, adds another note of urgency 
to a speedy conclusion of the current 
campaign, Mr. Biggio pointed out. An 
unusually dry fall at Auburn has seen 
construction crews make up time lost 
to bad weather last winter and spring; 
Currently workmen are’ finishing” the 
fourth and final floor ‘of ‘the new 
building. With continued good weaths 
er for another week or two; roofing 
should be completed, assuring continu. 
ation of interior work and meeting of 
the original completion date of ‘sum- 
mer, 1962. 


Completion of the spacious new -lis 
brary will provide ample room for 
books in the quantity needed by a uni- 
versity that. aspires to quality educa- 
tion for growing enrollments. :

From The Editor's Cubbyhole— ~ 
Amendment 2—Vote For The Future

In meetings here during the Homecoming weekend, both the Aue 
burn Board of Trustees and the Executive Committee of: the’ Auburn 


Amendment 2, which provides for the 
construction of a University of Ala- 
at Hunts- 
ville. The Alumnews is in full accord 
with their action. Establishment _ of 
such an institute promises to be of 
great immediate benefit to all of the 
people of Alabama, not merely to the 
University of Alabama and other in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 

It.is gratifying to note that propo- 
nents of Amendment 2 are publicly 
endorsing it as a “new industry,” as 
well as an educational measure; for 
Alumnews support of Amendment 2 
rests primarily upon our belief in its 
importance as an industrial measure. 
Marshall Space Flight Center and 
Army Ordnance Missile Command fa- 
cilities at Redstone Arsenal, along with 
supporting private industrial groups 
such as Brown Engineering Company 
and the Huntsville division of Chrys- 
ler Corp. and Thiokol Chemical Corp., 
constitute nothing more nor less than 
Alabama’s biggest, fastest-growing in- 
dustry. Establishment of the Research 
Institute is of importance first of all 
because it will help assure the con- 
tinued growth of these facilities and 
companies already established at 
Huntsville, already giving a tremend- 
ous boost to Alabama income. 


New Industry Measure 


Next, passage of Amendment 2 is 
highly desirable as a measure for at- 
tracting new industry. The govern- 
ment agencies at Redstone Arsenal 
have the responsibility for awarding 
billions of dollars worth of research 
and development contracts. Only a 
fraction of those contracts are award- 
ed now to Alabama-located firms. The 
proposed Research Institute will make 
available a center for distributing basic 
information necessary to attract new 
industriés—industries interested in se- 
curing a share of those contracts now 
going out of Alabama. The prospects 
are good enough that we are willing 
to hazard that the investment will be- 
gin to pay off by bringing new indus- 
try before construction of the Research 
Institute is completed. 

By stressing the importance of 
Amendment 2 as an industrial meas- 
ure, we do not intend to suggest that 
it is not an educational measure. It is 
precisely as an educational measure 
designed for a specific purpose that it 
becomes a significant industrial meas- 
ure, The Research Institute will pro- 
vide Huntsville with on-the-spot facili- 
ties for. basic research to probe the 
boundaries of the unknown and.to offer 
Specialized advance training and de- 
grees to scientists and engineers work. 
ing there on space-flight and missile 
development, But the direct education. 
al benefits, as great as they will be, 
will go largely to a limited segment of 
Alabama residents. It is in the expan- 
sion of these benefits into industrial 
dividends that the whole state will gain 
most» significantly, 


burn University could not use effec. 
tively. Prospective donors of. such

There will, af course, be some direct 
financial benefits to Alabama Institue 
tions of higher learning from the mons 
ey received for contractual research 
done at the institute. The University 
of Alabama may gain some support fog, 
its on-campus programs thus. And Aue 
burn, since the Legislature has stated 
and the University has endorsed an ine 
tent for the facilities to be available 
for its use when possible and appro= 
priate, could conceivably thus gain 
some support. However, as we now see 
it, this is only a secondary reason for 
supporting Amendment 2. Much more 
important to Auburn and to educas«

Alumnus Deplores ‘Censorship’ Here 


The decision of the Board of Trustees 
to lay censorship of student publica- 
tions in the hands of the Dean of Stu- 


dent Affairs is a most regrettable move. 
’ Indeed,-such action is foreign te a schook 


which has claimed the name: university, 
which. holds art festivals and. confer- 
ences on international affairs, It. seems 
all too significant that the press was 
barred from,that session: in which’. the 
decision was made. 

The. news that Auburn is bettering 
herself has been broadcast to those in- 
terested in her future. The Alumnews 
points vroudly to signs of progress. Its 
editorials speak of an “Auburn Renas- 
cence.” It-places particular emphasis on 
the need for education, broad educa- 
tion, for citizens in a democracy. Honor 
students are paid tribute, and outstand- 
ing faculty members are featured. It 
would appear that the humanities are 
flourishing. Yet, if it can be, censorship 
has herein arisen to cast.its shadow over 
free thought and expression. 

Censorship, though it parades under 
the banner of righteousness, is no more 
than the usurpation of certain rights 
which Americans regard as inalienable.

lent overthrow of the government, there 
was no use of obscenity, and- there were 
no statements made in anger or bad 
taste. There WAS some: criticism, the 
kind of criticism on which this coua- 
try has thrived, the kind of criticism 
which is normal and healthy, the kind 
of criticism which a free university 
should encourage ....I wish to suggest 
that criticism and open. discussion will 
do more for “ the good name of 
Auburn University .”’ than all the 
censorship. which cam be mustered’ from 
any source. 

I have recently received pleas for 
donations to hel» build a nuclear-science 
center at Auburn, It is entirely too ob- 
vious that there is no comparable ef- 
fort in the humanities. The name uni- 
versity implies a balanced curriculum. 
Yet we have adopted in censorship a 
policy which hinders such development, 
which belittles the student body, which 
discourages thinking and participation 
in important fields. The question before 
us is simple: what environment is best 
for the development of the whole man? 

I hope that the board will reconsider 
its action. I trust that my question will 
not go unanswered.
